From  the
rivar to the Wilcox Tlouse. the line of battle
raged and roarcd for two honrs, with a fierce-
ness which, to a noncombataut, was truly ter-
rifie.

The enemy eharged in several lines of battle,
coming, in some of their assaults, up to our ob-
structions at the foot of the bresstworks, and
our boys literally wowed them down.

The lus-es on the part of the enemy must
have no donbit been fearful, but it is impossible
to se¢ what has been done. Davlight will
probably reveal a fearful seene of carnage and
blood.

These were—eapitulation with all the honors |
of war, officers Lo retain theip side arms and per-

souul property, aud the men their bagouge.—
Each one was tbereupon  paroled, and allowed
ta go liis way.

The foree of the Yaokee ariny is estimated at
200,000 men.  Our own at the timé of surren-
der embraced not more thun 8,000 cffective in-
fautry and 2,000 cavalry, but it is suid that, the
total pumber paroled was abont 23,000 wen of
all arms and conditions.

During Sunday and Monday, a large number
of Pederal soldiers and officers visited our camps,
and looked euriously on our cowmands, but
there was nothing like exultation, no shouting
for joy, and-no word uttered that could add w
the mortification already snstained. On the
contrary, every srmptom of respect was mani-
fested, and the Southern army was praised for
the brave and voble manaer in which it had
defended our cause,
